Wives Sharing 
in Decisions 
on Insurance 


More husbands are now buying 


life insurance and deciding with 
their wives how the proceeds of 
their policies are to be paid out 
after their death, the Institute of 
Life Insurance reports today. The 
practice, which places far greater 
emphasis than formerly on the in- 
come use of life insurance, is a 
wise one to follow for almost any 
family whose total life insurance 
is more than one, two, or three 
thousand dollars. 


Although the bulk of life in- 


surance payments are still being 
paid out in single sums, a recent 
study made by the Institute shows 
that more and more families are 
now using the proceeds of life in- 
suranc^ policies to provide regular 
income instead of a single pay- 
ment. Under the various "optional 
settlements" available in most life 
insurance policies, this can be done 
by setting up a lifetime annuity, 
or by arranging for a regular 
monthly income to continue for a 
certain period of years, or by leav- 
ing the money to earn interest and 
receiving this interest as income 


Income Guaranteed 


In selecting one or another of 


these income options, families avo- 
id the necessity of managing fairly 
large sums of money and are sub- 
stituting instead a system, which 
will provide guaranteed, monthly 
income. If the wife or other bene- 
ficiary is an older person, this is 
generally done by setting up in- 
come plans which will continue 
for life; if the wife is younger 
and with minor children, the in- 
come is usually set up to continue 
at least until the children are 
grown. Generally, an income ar- 
rangement can be changed any 
time during the policy-holder's life- 
time, but cannot be changed after 
his death unless specific provision 
is made for it. 


"Today's trend towards making 


the choice of income settlements a 
matter for Joint discussion between 
husbands and wives," the Institute 
say*, "reflects the growing role 
which women are now playing m 
their family's financial planning, 
and their greater experience as 
managers of money and money af- 
fairs. In many homes a generation 
ago, life insurance was discussed 
only by the agent and the man of 
the family. 


Aid To Widow 


"One of the important reasons 


why women are sharing m deci- 
sions on life insurance is that well- 
drawn family insurance programs 
almost always leave a certain lee- 
way to the widow after the policy- 
holder's death. The plans are de- 
liberately made flexible to allow 
the widow or other beneficiary to 
draw money to meet special needs 
later on which cannot be foreseen 
in advance. 


"When families set up their ori- 


ginal 
life 
insurance 
plan and 


choose their settlement options, 
they should realize the necessity of 
keeping this 
p l a n 
up-to-date 


through the years, no matter how 
flexible the plan may be. What 
may be an excellent insurance plan 
today may not be a good plan 
later on. Children are born and 
grow up, husband and wife grow 
older, 
and other 
changes take 


place in every family. Every one 
of these changes inevitably calls 
for some adjustment or review of 
the family's life insurance policies. 


"There are many advantages in 


setting up a family insurance plan 
while the 
policyholder is alive 


rather than leaving the choice to 
the widow after his death. One

It did not specify 
the number of years he could ex- 
periment on a three-crop basis. 


The present farm program that 


the Gore bill would continue, sup- 
ports farm prices by government 
loans and purchases that keep 
price-depressing surpluses out of 
the markets. By this method the 
government maintains rigid sup- 
ports at 90 per cent of parity. The 
present program props up. the 
farm market prices. It does not 
make direct price subsidy pay- 
ments to farmers. 


(Parity is a price intended to 


give the farmer a purchasing pow- 
er in fair relationship with the 


prices of things he must buy.) 


The Brannan plan would let the 


price of perishable foods drop to 
whatever 
levels 
the . markets 


would pay, instead of holding them 
up with government 
purchases 


and loans. To keep farm income up 
to a predetermined level, the gov- 
ernment 
then would pay sub- 


sidies to farmers. 


Brannan contends this would 


mean lower food costs for con- 
sumers and Stable income for 
farmers.

While 
the exact means of spread of the 
disease is not known, contamin 
ated water and milk are alway 
dangerous and flies have repeated 
ly been shown to carry the m 
fantile paralysis virus. 
HYGIENE IMPORTANT 


Pay careful attention to per 


sonal cleanliness, such as thor 
ough hand washing before eating 
Hygienic habits should always b 
observed. 


If possible avoid tonsil and ade 


noid operations during epidemic 
Careful study has shown that such 
operations, when performed duiN 
ing an epidemic, tend to increase 
the danger of contracting infantile 
paralysis in its most serious form. 


Maintain community sanitation 


at a high level at all times. 


Avoid all unnecessary contact 


with persons with any illness sus- 
picious of infantile paralyais. 


Avoid overtiring and extreme 


stnauou* tourclM.

The president said that those 


"who rule by arbitrary power" in 
other nations do not understand 
the slow processes by which Unit- 
ed States foreign policy is formed 
and do not realize 'the strength" 
behind it. 


He predicted the North Atlantic 


security alliance will be ratified 
because, he said, it also has the 
support of the people. The senate 
is to vote Thursday on this treaty 
'inking the United States and 
iree western European nations in 
an alliance. 


Mr. Truman said that the Unit- 


ed States "always has 
been 
a 


challenge to tyranny of any kind' 
and "we are such a challenge to- 
day." 


Mr. Truman said Americans

Washington. July 19—(AP)— 


There'l. a low rumble in congress 
again 
about 
raising minimum 


wages. 


But whether congress will really 


do anything about them, before 
quitting for the summer and the 
rest of 1949, is something else. 


If nothing happens, it will be; 


another campaign promise of the 
Democrats and President Truman 
unfulfilled by congress. 


This is the background: 
In 1938 congress passed 
the 


minimum wage law. Under that 
law people working 
in certain 


kinds of businesses had to be 
paid: 


At least 25 cents an hour until 


3939, then 30 cents an hour until 
1945. 
and 40 cents an hour after 


1945 


That law hasn't been changed 


since 1938. 
So that 40 cents an 


hour, reached in 1945, is still the 
lowest wage that can be paid peo- 
ple :r. certain kinds of businesses. 


Examples Given 


These businesses were certain 


firmy doing business across state 
lines. For example: lumber, tobac- 
co, leather, clothing, furniture, 
food products. 


Congress was able to pass the 


law covering them because the 
government 
controls 
interstate j 


commerce and, since their business : 
crowed state lines, they were in 
interstate commerce. 


But the law didn't cover, for 


instance, a local drug store that 
did business entirely 
within 
a 


state. In addition, congress said 
that some businesses which did do 
business across state lines were 
not under the law. For example: 


Some Not Under Law 


Farming-, fishing, airline, and 


retail 
outlets 
like 
department 


stores. So in all those not covered 
by the law the employers could 
pay below the minimum set by the 
law. 


The law was intended -to set a 


floor under wages, or at least 
under the wages paid by a lot of 
businesses. 


But living costs have risen 


greatly since 1938 when the law 
was passed and since 1945 when 
40 cents an hour became the low- 
est wage the covered firms could 
pay. 


Six times in. the past three years 


President Truman has asked con- 
gress to take notice that living 
costs have risen and to raise the 
minimum wage from 40 cents an 
hour to 75 cents. 


About 22,600,000 people are now 


covered by the law which requires 
that they are paid at least 40 
cents an hour. But of that num- 
ber onlyabout 1,500,000 are receiv- 
ing less than 75 cents an hour. 


Those receiving less than 75 


rents an hour are mostly in such 
business as lumber, tobacco,' ap- 
parel, furniture, food 
products 


wholesale trade. 


Want Law Spread 


President Truman and his ad 


viseis wanted congress not onl> 
to raise the present minimum from 
40 to V5 cents an hour but tc 
spread the law to cover a numbe 
of businesses not now covered 
particularly places like

hotels.

'No. 1 Tourist9 Urges More 
Action by Women as a Help 


to Prevent Wars in Future 


Frankfurt, Gennay, July 19— 


(AP)—America's "No. 1 Tourist" 
was taking a look at Europe's 
wreckage and decided that women 
ought to do more to prevent wars. 


Charlotte Gilbert won her un- 


official title by tiavelmg—alone— 
to such faiaway places as Tibet, 
Khyber Pass, Punta Arenas and 
Mandalay since the death of her 
husband some years ago. 


But postwar Germany has im- 


pressed her most—with its evi- 
dence of the destruction war can 
wreak. 


"It happened here the last time, 


but another time it might happen 
in the United States," the smartly 
dressed New Yorker told .an inter- 
viewer. 


She said she hoped the thousands 


of women tourists visiting Europe 
this summer "will not spend all 
their time having fun in Pans, 
hut will see some of the war 
damage " 


Gives Some Advice 


"I urge them to look 
at it, 


politics and government when they 
think about it, and then go into 
get back home," she said. 


Mrs 
Gilbert, dark-haired ana 


blue-eyed, said it was all too ap- 
parent that men had bungled mis- 
erably at keeping the peace. 


"In spite of all the voting pri- 


vileges and equal rights 
given 


women," she said, "this is still 
a man-run world. And, judging 
by the results, it is possible men 
could use a little more help from 
the other se$ " 


The bomb ruins of Frankfurt 


impressed her as "silly, foolish, 
stupid and illogical." 


In urging women tourists to 


take some time from the pleasant 
places to see such results of war, 
Mrs. 
Gilbert 
commented 
that 


"there is no more glamour in 
travel anyhow " 


World Too Troubled 


"The 
world is too troubled, 


money is hard to get and costs 
are too high," she said. 


She reported that she had found 


"chicanery and abuse" in the tour- 
ist industry as rampant as ever 


"The governments are responsi- 


ble for what happens to tourists," 
she said. "They should protect us 


from the chicanery and abuse ot 
the larcenous-minded." 


In case the governments don't 


act, she is interested in forming 
a "tourists protective guild" to 
deal with such matters as hotel 
clerks who say they have no 
single rooms but have a suite 
available at three times the cost. 


Nevertheless she intends to con- 


tinue travelling. 
She came .to 


Europe from a year and a half in 
Central America. 


Now she is on a two-year "over- 


land photographic safari" that 
will take her around the world.

as Food Costs Go 
Down, Report Shows 


Spnngfield, HI., July 19—(AP) 


—Food allowances to Illinois pub- 
lic aid recipients in 43 counties 
will be cut a total of $200,000 a 
month beginning Aug. 1 as a re- 
sult of a general decrease in food 
costs, it was announced today. 


The Illinois Public Aid commis- 


sion said 200,000 persons under 
the old age pension, aid to depen- 
dent children and blind pension 
programs will be affected by the 
cut. The monthly food allowance 
will be reduced an average of $1 
a person. 


The commission said a survey 


last month showed that food prices 
in 43 counties, including Cook, had 
decreased between four and ten 
percent since December, 1948.
